The British airman knows what a ma- 
chine costs; he knows his own mili- 
tary . value to his army. 
Combining 


the two, he finds that the destruction 
of a'moving train below him would be 
•worth-more to his own commanders 
than the safe return of himself and 
his craft. 
If he can accomplish the 


object and return, too, so much the 
better. 
He'swoops down to a level of 500

Unbleached alfalfa flour .possesses a greenish tint 


and gives to the bread a characteristic hue, very much 
as Graham or whole-wheat flour impresses an indi- 
vidual color upon the completed loaf. The manu- 
facturers claim that they are able, However, to pro- 
duce a white bread, if any one desires it 
They say 


that it is not best to bake with the simple alfalfa 
flour alone. The most desirable product is a blend 
with wheat flour, because the gluten in the wheat 


gives better binding power to the 
alfalfa dough. 


The flour is manufactured to con- 


tain from 40 to 70 per cent, alfalfa. 
Bread in 100-pound bales has been 
made from this blended flour, and 
every type of cooky, cracker and 
cake has been demonstrated by pro- 
fessional bakers. Alfalfa bread and 
cakes are no longer an experiment.

delightful flavor. Alfalfa honey is

SOLVING the Perplexing PROBLEM of MILADY'S STOCKINGS 


Reproduction of a Drawing from an Old Chronicle Shows the 
"Mermaid" Capt. Schmidt and His Crew Eeported They Saw 


Off the Coast of Newfoundland in 1610.

HE manatees found in the At-

An in- 
stance of this which has just come 
to hand is of more than ordinary in- 
terest, because it is the application 
of science to no less personal an 
article than a lady's stocking. The 
problem was one of hosiery fabrics. 
Of late years the desirt for beauty 
has tended to outweigh the demand' 
for utility in ladies' stockings.- 


While the trend toward sheerness 


is more in the public eye now than 
formerly because of the prevailing 
styles in another fundamental article 
of feminine apparel, the leaning tow- 
ard lighter and more gauzy hosiery 
fabrics dates back at least five years 
and has exercised an ever increasing 


influence upon the manufacturers. 


Coincidently with the coming in of 


cobweb hose the problem of garter 
runs, or ladders, assumed import- 
ance. 
It may be pointed out that 


while half-hose arc customarily fin- 
ished with & rib knitting at the top, 
full length stockings carry a doubled- 
over hemmed top, with tho idea of 
giving a double thickness of fabric 
In which to attach the garter. For- 
merly this double thickness extended 
down about two inches; and with 
medium and heavy weight goods this 
stood the strain well enough. But as 
stockings grew thinner and a neatly 
fitting ankle came to be more in- 
sisted upon by the consumers, the 
garters were pulled so tight that: the 
excessive tension had a tendency to 
produce runs in the stocking. 


A firm of knitters followed out a 


suggestion offered by the Scientific 
American and called upon science 
and the microscope for aid. 


Stockings returned for replace- 


ment were carefully studied and it 
was found that practically all of the 
runs" started at the top of the stock- 
ing and worked down. Some were 
caused by the sharp edges of imper- 
fect or worn garters—a matter, of 
course, beyond the company's con- 
trol. But it developed that the best 
part of the runs had started on the 
inside of the stocking, at the hem, 
and had then run up and over the 
top, and down on the outside of the 
garment 
The weakness seemed to 


be right at the hem, just where the 
sewing machine needle had taken its 
etitches in-the hemming process. 


This needle pierces the fabric 


hundreds of times in one circuit. It 


was called for as the next step in 
the investigation, and It was at 
once evident that while it usually 
goes between the strands, it will not 
infrequently go through them. It is, 
moreover, twice as large in circum- 
ference as the coarsest yarn used; 
and a finer needle is not obtainable 
for the work. 


The hem was then put under the 


microscope, and the extent to which 
the fabric was weakened by the hem- 
ming operation _ became plain 
at 


once. 
A darker yarn was used in 


the needle for the purpose of this 
test, so that the damage done might 
be more evident 


Having gained this knowledge ot 


the hem and its weakness, attention 
was turned to the farter pull and its 
effect 
The microscope disclosed 


that a tightened garter exerts a pull 


Jn three directions—one vertically, 
and one from each corner at an angle 
of about 15 degrees. It showed fur- 
ther that these strains are concen- 
trated at the hem and spread out 
by it 


The narrowest possible hem was 


sewed to prevent ravelling—the cor- 
rect mission in life of a hem. This 
was so narrow, in fact that the gar- 
ter must of necessity be clasped be- 
low it and not above it; then a 
softer and heavier yarn which does 
not lend itself readily to runs was 
used in the eight inches at the top of 
the stocking. The garter, of course, 
is clasped in this part of the fabric. 
The strain is now distributed with 
considerable uniformity throughout 
the entire length of the garment, so 
that danger of runs is done away 
with.

AN FKANCISCO, Oct. 6.— 
General Obregon was the lion 
within our gates during the 
week. He came up from Los 
Angeles by automobile, being 
induced to that mode of travel 
to better see the country. This 
is the general's first visit to 
San Francisco, and his second 
to the United States. It is only 


halt a secret that he was not favorably impressed with 
the gringos before investigating and testing their hos- 
pitality. Hut from the way lie manifestly enjoj'ed tie 
round of entertainment provided here he has changed 
his attitude in this respect. 
Obregon was the most 


successful general that the recent revolution produced. 
He is a graduate of the military school, a Bonoran, 
and there is a story that his fighting blood is partly 
accounted for by a strain from an ancestor away back; 
that the name Obregon has been Latinized out of 
"O'Brien." Obregoii was of that group which disap- 
proved the assassination of Madero, and took up arms 
against Huerta. He was successful in the west, and 
when Carranza succeeded in restoring order he came 
out as second chief and was made Minister of War. 
From this position he resigned recently, and is not 
now a formal member of the government. As to this 
there is also a story. Affairs have hardly yet become 
stable in that country, and it is claimed that Obregon's 
retirement from 
the war ministry was readily 


acquiesced in, if not urged, by Carranza, who realized 
that it would be safer if such an able and popular man 
were at a greater distance. Hence a mission to this 
country was arranged. The distinguished visitor says 
he has come on a surgical mission. His right sleeve is 
empty, due to the fortunes of Avar. But those who are 
near and know about it say that his real mission is 
to effect a loan of half a billion to rehabilitate the rail- 
roads of the land. These are owned in TV hole or in 
part by the government, and it may not be generally 
known that there are upwards of 8000 miles of them. 
Obregon is trim, vivacious and handsome. He speaks 
no English, but his party of eight contains two very 
gracious interpreters. The party, possibly augmented 
by several residents from here, is expected to depart 
this evening for the East.

Senator Johnson Here 


> 


The sudden presence here of Senator Hiram John- 


son was a surprise, but it has no political significance. 
Congress has finished its business of the session, and 
he could as well come home as not. But it is an- 
•nrmnpeA that what h«» did romp for was to SPP his son 
Archie off to the war. The announcement is further 
made that after seeing his son away he will hurry back 
to Washington. This is inexplicable, as Congress was 
set to adjourn today. The junior Senator from Cali- 
fornia is not so rooted at the national capital that 
he is likely'to find it congenial there between ses- 
sibns, and if there is no mistake in the announcement 
of his speedy return it must be that something else 
calls him or impels him. If he were the sort of man 
to sidestep situations it might be that his going back 
was to keep away from a political situation here that 
'isv becoming somewhat involved. But he has not 
acquired a reputation for running away from a scrap, 
and that view of it is not v ery appealing. The Senator 
refuses to discuss politics or government afiairs, thus 
reassuring his constituents that he retains his charac- 
teristic of talking only when the talking is good. 
Other Notables 


The week has brought an unusual number of ce^- 


brities. Former Ambassador Gerard is one of the 
noted arrivals. He has been«making a systematic and 
unhurried tour across the country, speaking en route, 
coming in from the north. It is quite possible that 
the tour is inspired, to fire the American heart and 
get it in undc-ubted accord with the national adminis- 
tration as to the war, though it may be just an enter- 
prise on his own account. The fact that he came 
through the part of country that has been distracted 
and disturbed by anti-American agitations lends color 
to the theory that the tour is at the suggestion or tiie 
administration. Gerard is a pessimist as to an eaily 
peace. Then Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo is 
journeying hither on a comprehensive sv\iug to stir the 
nation up as to the second Liberty Loan. And Sec- 
retary of the Interior Lane is being escorted this \vay 
by Ambassador McCormick of the Southern Pacific 
Company, who went to New Orleans to meet him. It 
is surmised that Secretary Lane's visit may have some 
reference to the oil situation, or at least that be mav 
give attention to that perplexing situation while here. 
Gubernatorial Matters 


There is not much that is striking m the guberna- 


torial situation this week. The Eolph boom is in more 
or less of collapse, considerably disarranging some 
calculations. 
The bursting into oratory of "Jack'' 


Neylan on an "auspicious occasion" has been noted 
on this page. The occasion was Labor Day, which 
seemed to be auspicious at the time, but subsequeut 
events have made it doubtful if any speechifying hero. 
anent the public agitations that distract the city, will 
cut ice in the State at large for the candidate who in- 
dulges in it. 
Consequently there was a sudden ces- 


sation along the lines followed on Labor Day, and 
we read in the interior press of Neylan at various 
places delivering addresses on deodorized subjects. He 
appears to be swinging around the circle to give the 
people a chance to look him over. The situation is 
rather unusual in the south. The north is not con- 


tending that the south is not entitled to the governor- 
ship, and if there were unanimity in that quarter there 
would practically be "nothing to it," but reports are 
persistent that the people are much split up, and will 
not present a solid phalanx, and unless they get 
nearer of one mind they will considerable minimize 
their chances of carrying off the prize. 
Trouble Brewing in the Council 


There is friction in official circles at Sacramento. 


It is growing, and may soon creak so loud that some- 
thing will have to be done. It is about the way that 
the State Council of Defense is performing. The 
Council seems to be dominated by A. H. Naf zger. The, 
last session of the Legislature appropriated £100,000 
to meet the expense of the work of the Council. It 
appears that the act carrying the appropriation did 
not require an itemized account of the expenditure. 
Consequently it has been drawn out in §5000 lots, and 


• nothing appears as to what is being done with it. Al- 


ready §35,000 have thus been drawn. Nafzger is a 
protege of the Governor, does not appear to be concili- 
tory in his methods, and some who have been rubbed 
the wrong way are seizing upon this matter to rough 
up his path. It is not a real undesirable thing to be 
able to draw on §100,000 of public funds at will and 
not be called upon to render an account of what is 
done with it. There does not have to be anything 
wrong to give the disaffected person a chance to rail. 
Camp Fremont Fund 


There is something of a sweat over the raising of 


§100,000 to pay some tenants and land owners that 
were in the way when Camp Fremont was located. 
In the first flush of that enterprise the money was 
pledged by the mayor. As it looked then, there would 
be little trouble in raising it. But when the proposed 
site was about to be abandoned, interest naturally fell 
away. But Clerk Dunnigan, representing the mayor, 
had been rather recklessly negotiating, and obligations 
had been incurred that became embarrassing as those 
who yielded their possessions clamored for their 
money. The prospect was very unpromising until the 
government took the matter up again and resumed 
work on the improvements. However, it is pretty plain 
that Camp Fremont will not become the important 
mobilization camp that was at first planned, and in- 
terest languishes. Consequently, with the second 
Liberty Loan on, and the, Bed Cross -campaign not 
long over, and the library fund appealing, the collec- 
tion of §100,000, for this purpose, not being readily un- 
derstandable by the general public, is not proceeding 
with enthusiasm. 
Liberty Loan Subscriptions 


The biggest corporation here, the Southern Pacific 


Company, set a pace in subscribing to the second 
Liberty Loan that will make other institutions move 
lively to keep up. It heads the subscription for five 
millions. It is interesting to know that 19,970 of this 
company's employees subscribed for the first loan, in 
the srni of f l,81S,SOl> under conditions that are to be 
repeated as to the second loan. In order that em- 
ployee*, may participate the company will subscribe 
for auj v\ ho requests it, in an amount not exceeding a 
quarter of his salary, advancing the entire subscrip- 
tion price and allowing repayment over a period of 
two jears. The banks and financial institutions are 
all to the fore in promoting this loan, even more 
enthuMasticalty than they were as to the first loan. 
This geueial enthusiasm may seem easy and natural to 
the casual person, but to the one who realizes what 
these loans mean in the money centers it stands'for 
real patriotism. Nobody can tell just how far these 
loans will go to in the direction of disarranging the 
natural flow of business. But the general idea is that 
there is so ninth money the loan can be raised w ith the 
country scarcely feeling it.

The Rice Industry 


Some idea of the magnitude and rapid growth in 


California of rice culture ma} be obtained when it is 
stated that the crop this year wil1 approximate 
§.10.000,000 in vaiue. while fhe jears ago it amounted to 
'>rc+ §".",000. There were apprehensions earl-rir 111 the 
season thai the labor question would be short in the 
harvest, but they do not seem to be borne out. The 
harvest is now well along. These facts are gained 
from a i evident of this city who is prominent in this 
industry and \vho relates another fact that illustrates 
>the singular working of our game laws. The rice men 
have been at their wits' ends as to the devastating 
ducks. The rich feed has attracted them to the rice 
fields in great numbers. The game laws permit the 
slaughter of them to conserve crops, but prohibit* 
their sale for food. In one section south of Willows 
some 300 a day are being killed, and a conservative 
estimate is that $100 -north of game food a day is~al- 
lowed to rot as a result of the prohibition of «ale«. 
The ^aine laws have been demonstrated as a misfit in 
many w ays, but in none so striking as this. 
The Oil Question 


The oil question in California has not been eluci- 


dated b.\ the report of the committee on petroleum of 
the State Council of Defense. The committee is com 
posed of Max Thelan. Elliot Blackwelder and D. 31. 
Folsom. The report is a aluminous one, and is dated 
July 7. The report recommends, among other things, 
that "as soon as reasonably possible * * * the 
further burning of California petroleum, unless it has 
been first refined, be preveiited." At page 99 the re- 
purt states that "approximately 60 per cent of Califor- 
nia oil is subject to some degree of refining before 
being utilized"; that "practically all the oil o\or 20 


degrees Baume is at least partially refined." The In- 
dependent Oil Producers' agency, composed of about 
150 companies, of which seventy-five are actual pro- 
ducers, comes forth with representations that oil below 
20 degrees Baume under present methods cannot be 
profitably refined, and as according to the report, all 
over 20 degrees is being refined, if the recommenda- 
tion for refining all oil is put in force it will eliminate 
the independent producer. He cannot refine his oil 
profitably, and consequently will be compelled to sell 
to a refining company. The report is looked upon as 
being very favorable to the big refilling cotupauie^, 
and to weigh heavily against the small independent 
producer. That it will even conserve oil is not clear 
to those who have studied the subject. 
Conviction of O'Connell 


The conviction of O'Connell and his pals ought to 


destroy the nest of malpatriots that was established 
in our midst and for a time enjoyed a dubious vog«e- 
under the entirely misleading name of "American 
Patriots." The conviction, by the way, was of that 
certain character that will greatly encourage Amer- 
icans who are gratified to see sedition put under the 
law's ban without question or quibble. The jury was 
one-minded and brought in a prompt verdict, due 
primarily to a healthy patriotic sentiment and aided 
by the judge's lucid interpretation of the law. O'Con- 
nell is an individual whose performance is not readilv 
understood. He is a lawyer of some standing, with 
well-to-do family connections. The only explanation 
of his course of action is an enmity to-Great Britain 
that amounts to a mania. The organization that he 
established did not comprehend a personnel of high 
grade. They were mostly slackers, and there appears 
to be no doubt that O'Connell encouraged them in the 
belief that, through police court methods, he could beat 
the draft and circumvent the United States of Amer- 
ica. His speech before the jury was a sort of Kobert 
Emmett effort, intended to emphasize his position as 
a martyr of free speech. 
Laconic Designation 


Years ago the expression, "Fourth and Townsend," 


had a significance that was at once understood. When 
it was intimated that anything in the way of legisla 
tion emanated from Fourth and Townsend it was com- 
prehended that the Central Pacific, and later the" 
Southern Pacific, was meant. 
Something after the 


same manner as to comprehensiveness the company 
now seeks to have its great office building designated. ,' 
All the magnificance of the largest office structure in 
the West is to be summed up in the cryptic designa- 
tion, "65 Market street." As this company's advertis- 
ing powers, from the verv nature of its business, is 
perhaps the largest on this side of the continent, this 
designation will probably be accepted by the thou- 
sands who have occasion to visit its headquarters or 
address it in correspondence. This new location, by 
the way, is the fourth that the company has occupied 
in this city. For years a building at Fourth and Town- 
send was the Mecca of all who had business at the head 
office. The time caine when that was considered too 
far out of the way, and the Hobart and old Hibernia 
bank, now the Wells Fargo Nevada National, buildings 
were occupied. They in time were inadequate; when a 
move was made to the Flood building, where the offices 
were located at the time of the fire, and where they 
were re-established after the structure was rebuilt, and 
maintained till the hegira into the new structure of the 
company's own. 
Daniels and the Knitters 


Not much attention has been paid to the squabble 


between Secretary of Navy Daniels and the Navy 
League. That the Secretary had interdicted all such 
help as that extended by the women of the league, in 
knitting things for the boys on battleships, was hardly 
believable. It was not considered possible that any 
effort to add to the comfort of those who have gone 
to the war to safeguard the country would be inter- 
fered with, especially by a high official of the govern- 
ment. But I have been informed of a case in point. A 
company class of eight ladies who are knitting com- 
fort kits for as many lads on a certain battleship have 
been notified that unless the whole crew is so pro- 
vided, distribution of none of these kits will be per- 
mitted. As there are about one thousand men on this 
battleship, it will be seen that the efforts of the class 
will not avail as they planned. This interdiction, if 
the story is to be relied on, seems to establish the re- 
ported departmental attitude that was not believed to 
be possible. 
The Chinese Republic 


A gentleman who has much to do with Oriental 


commerce has recently received advices from an asso- 
ciaie in China giving particulars of affairs there. The 
declaration of war upon Germany was a popular move" 
with all factions. It was realized to be desirable that 
China should figure as a party in interest when a 
world peace comes to be considered. Just bow far the 
country can participate in the war is not disclosed, 
but it appears that there is no question of men, if an 
army should be considered, only the, equipment and 
transportation being necessary to figure. After the 
abortive attempt to restore the Manchu dyuasty the 
country seems to be settling down definitely as a 
republic. The revolution by which the old dyuasty 
was overthrown started in the Canton province. That 
province established a republic of its own, which was 
instrumental in defeating the later attempt to restore 
the dynasty, and is still maintained separately from 
the Pckin government, though not in antagonism to it, 
especially as to the declaration of war upon Germany.

Sullivan's Blast 


There was a good deal of questioning as to the real 


inwardness of the verbatim publication of Matt Sulli- 
van's speech two days after it had been delivered, with 
preliminary announcements calculated to whet public 
interest. The usual abridged accounts appeared in 
the papers the next daj, and they did not unduly ex- 
cite the populace. The statement that San Francisco 
under Mayor Uolph is industrially the most prosper- 
on^ citv in America: that the unsympathetic reports 
of the riots and outrages in the street car strike are 
libels on the mayor, promulgated by those hostile to 
the municipal railway enterprise; that the strike has 
been handled by the mayor in a manner to reduce strike 
violence in a remarkable degree; that the Law and 
Order Committee is really responsible for the strike 
troubles, and that this body was organized principally 
to thwart the mayor in his laudable political aspira- 
tions—all this was not specifically set forth in the 
abridged reports as it has been in the verbatim pro- 
mulgation; but everybody was satisfied that these 
things and more of the same tenor were uttered. It 
is now very palpable that the effort was to square the 
mayor. His political fortunes were faring badly. A 
Governor cannot be elected from this ,cily. The in- 
terior takes a hanci, and it has been heard from. This 
speech was an effort to disabuse the interior mind. 
But the interior understands, rather better than sec- 
tions that assume superior sophistication, how little 
an onslaught with "advt" at the bottom means in 
politics. The Chamber of Commerce is a large and 
in some wrays important body. The republication of 
the violent denunciation of its aims and members was 
ticklish work, because that body and its subsidiary 
organizations comprehend the mercantile class of San 
Francisco, which has profitable publicity to give out. 
Nobody takes kindly to denunciation, even when it is 
considered politically necessary. 
It seems to have 


been considered that not enough of the speech 'had 
been gratuitously published to achieve the ends, and 
fuller publication was made in paid advertisements 
run as reading matter but marked "advt'' to comply 
with the postal laws.

Sleuthing in Rural Districts 


• -It doesn't appear to be a matter of general knowl- 


edge that Federal agents are engaged in checking up 
farmers' incomes throughout the State. Francis J. 
Heney, recently here, is presumably overseeing the 
work, as he is engaged in that line of Federal endeavor 


is the best sign yet afforded that he is not going to run 
for Governor next year. The rural vote is touchy, and 
no man who expected to appeal to it would be cqn- 
cerned in sleuthing to ascertain whether ruralists 
were living up to Federal laws as to their tax liabili- 
ties.

That is, a manager with the conscientious intent to do 
his dutv. That seems to be the kind of a man that 
Cashin is.

Tea 


roses, because our summer fogs do 
not permit (hem the milieu they need, 
will not usually do welt with us, but 
outside of them I know almost no 
rose In the whole list that falls here 
to achieve as great beauty aa anv- 
where. 
The tea rose lives without 


difficulty through our winters, It Is, 
Indeed, a most tender plant that does 
nut. 
But tho warm days that the 


tea expects In May, June and July 
are not always to be counted upon, 
and too often Its buds, coming finely 
through their earlier days, encounter 
a stretch of dull, drab, moist weather 
that browns them first at tho tips and 
then on through to tholr very baso. 
Another limitation must be that, when 
protection from the west wind that 
drive* the fog up across our lowlands 
and into the foothills can bo given to 
the rose garden by evergreen tree or 
hedge or by the house or vino-cov- 
ered lattice or pergola, much of tho 
damage the tea roses buffer will be 
obviated. 
Beside the teas there is no species 


of rose that grows but can be brought 
to eupreme excellence with us by 
sensible location, adequate prepara- 
tion of the soil, diligent care in feed- 
ing and cultivation and rational irri- 
gation. 
If we must have, despite 
warnings, the Papa Oontlor, Mare- 
chal Kiel, Marie Van lioutto, Sunset 
and other teas, let us at least set 
them where as little harm may be 
done them aa possible and., trust to 
good fortune othetwlso to pull thorn 
through. 


Because the rose bush through sev- 


eral months of the year is not of par- 
ticularly beautiful form Its magnifi- 
cence at other soaaona tthould not 
lead u» to consider it a good land- 
scaping unit. 
It la not 
Its place 
is not properly with other plants in 
the herbaceaus border nor In the 
shrubbery background, but set with 
others of Its own kind in the separate 
rose garden.

Variation in the con- 
tour and height of the bushes will 
itself lend modlflcatloVi. 
In some 
places the rose bushes at blooming 
time will have overgrown the edges 
of the boda a bit and at others will 
still recede therefrom, so that their 
outline will not be as uncompromising 
as is advised for the beds themselves. 
It will usually be found most satis- 


factory to give each bed over to a Bip- 
artite color of roses, whether a number 
of varieties are chosen In each color or 
tho separate beds made up each of a 
certain preferred sort. 
If one has 


four beds they will contain, for In- 
stance, white, pink, red and yellow 
blooms respectively; 
with five bods 
the reds may be divided into light and 
deep; with six, the yellows may spilt 
into lemon and cream-colored on the 
one hand and orange and copper on 
the other; the pinks, if a seventh bed 
Is added, may bo separated Into light 
and deep pink, and so on. If the rose 
garden Is of still greater dimensions a 
second division will be found possible 
among the aorts of roses, the hybrid 
perpetuals occupying one section, tho 
hybrid teas another; 
peihaps the 
teas a third Interior section. 
Later 


In this paper a suggestion of suitable 
roses will be offered but an Inspec- 
tion of tho nurserymen's catalog or 
places of business and of one's own 
preferences will do much more to de- 
cide tho purchaser. 


There is no "only soli" for roses. 


If they havo any preference at all it 
is for tho hoavlor types of soil which 
predominate In tho east bay regions, 
excepting from Broadway 
%vest in 


Oakland, In Alamcda und like places, 
but tho sandier type of soil character- 
istic of theso sections Is far from bo- 
Ing without its merits 
Bark of good 


drainage and difficulty at working 
tho soil are the chief difficulties with 
the adobes and adobo loams; quick 
loss of moisture and consequent dry- 
ness, of tho sands and eundy loams. 
Koses will not tolerate standing mois- 
ture about iholr roots, yet theie are 
periods of tho year when an abun- 
dance of moisture must bs assured 
them. 
Tho first task In preparation 


of tho beds, then, is to assure proper 
drainage, evon If this requires excava- 
tion throughout the space to ho de- 
voted to the roses and the filling of 
tho lower portion of tho excavation 
with coarso locks or broken bilcks, 
In tho sandy loams this will not be 
needed, 
A suitable scheme of pi,e- 


parlng the Holl might bo the follow- 
ing1 Dig up tho ground to a depth of 
two and u half or throe feet, if the 
soil Is of a heavy typo, throwing out 
whatever soil seems to be inimical to 
root growth, and place drainage stones 
in tho bottom of the hole 
Now re- 


place the soil removed, mixing in with 
a small quantity of lime if tho ground 
has boon used for plants for an> 
length of time. 
Add maruiro gener- 


ously to these lower reaches of soil, 
mixing tho whole with tho spado as it 
is replaced. Tho top foot or less ot 
tho soil should bo practically without 
manure unless cow manure or very 
well rotted ho rue manuie Is being 
used. Fresh horse manure is apt to 
bum the roots, especially whole they 
are broken or scarfed. 


The width of the beds will, natural- 


ly, vary with the space to be alloted 
to the rose garden. Each rose, except 
of tho larger growing sorts, like Kal- 
serln Augusta Victoria or Gruss an 
Teplitz, ought to have pretty close to 
six square feet of ftpace, which will 
be afforded if the roses are two and 
a half feet apart. 
A bed four feet 


wide, therefore, with the roses set in 
two rows, each a foot from the edge 
and two foel from the other row and 
with the bufchea diagonally from each 
other Instead of opposite, will allow 
about this amount of room 
With two 


IOWM to the bed oppotrunlty to reach 
each bush easily from the walk is af- 
forded.. No rose bed should be lo- 
cated so do io to a tree | Hat the lat- 
ter'u roots, usually aa wide in extent 
subterraneously aa the spread of tho 
branches aboxe, will Interfere with 
branches above. No rose bed should 
be made whore aun la not afforded at 


least five hours a day In summer or 
four hours a day In winter. No rose 
bed should be established where the 
ground Is low or the drainage poon 
The walks may bo either of gravel or 
grass, but the latter Is much to be 
preferred. 
The rose beds may either 
lead up unboidered to the grass or be 
edged with dwarf box kept neatly 
trimmed. Tlie beds may also be oc- 
cupied by some low growing plants 
which make roota close to the sur- 
face, the pansy being especially use- 
ful for this purpose. Climbing roses 
are best trelllsed at the sides of tho 
rose garden. 
One western example 


which has attracted many compli- 
ments has a rather narrow pergola 
running about all four sides of the 
rose garden, its supports serving for 
climbing rosrs of various sorts.

The rose msponds so readily to a 
little encouragement and so wonder- 
fully to constant care and this cul- 
ture is so much a matter of rule and 
rote that it will bo best to our pur- 
poses to consider it through the year 
beginning, perhaps, with the winter 
season when, the roses being dormant, 
they are easiest moved and tho rose 
garden fairly launched.

time there will have been planning of 
tho garden, laying out of the beds, 
planting of the walks.

that month and March to be included

December to March are one season. 
In tho first named month they are 
going into tholr dormant season, in 
the latter, they are coming out 
Dui - 


Ing this perioil, but In tho bay district 
especially the latter part of It, they 
may be best m6ved and planted This 
Is, too, the best time for pruning and 
for striking cuttings from which to 
raise new plants. 


Rosos sold by California nursery- 


men aro almoJt all field-grown plants. 
Some are on their own roots and oth- 
ers are budded on the stock of some 
other rose, usually the Manettl. The 
horticultural experts are still unde- 
termined which Is the better. 
The 
roses usually are received from the 
dealers stripped of their dirt and 
properly pruned. 
If they have not 


been pruned they should bo cut back 
from a half to two-thirds when they 
are planted. 
In planting—best here 


from January 16 to March 16—make 
tbe hole to receive the roots slightly 
larger than they and lower the roots 
into this so that the plant will stand 
but little lower than the earth line on 
Its stems shows it stood 
before. 
Spread out the roots—having cut off 
bruised or bioken portions—as well 
as possible and fill In with loose soil, 
thoroughly trumping It down upon the 
roots after they are covered, 
Cover 


to within two Inches or so of the sur- 
face and run water In to fill the basin 
thus left two or throe times 
Then 
draw up dry soil over tho surface and 
the work of planting Is finished 


As early as December one may com* 


mence pruning roses established tho 
year before or previously and tho task 
may be finished as late as tbe end of 
February if necessary. No rose will 
come near doing its best without this 
winter pruning and, as we shall 
presently see, it should hare a sum- 
mer pruning aa well. But this time 
It needs to be moot thorough, Much 
in pruning depends upon the variety 
of rose In hand, the teas needing 
most wood cut away, the hybrid teas 
somewhat ICSH, the hybrid petpotuals 
leas still. 
The first necessity Is to 


out out all old, imperfect shoots that 
have been made the preceding season 
cut them back to not less than a foot 
shoot. Moreover, the bush will be 
better on tea.-) -and hybrlded roses—• 
leaving from i'our to six eye* on each 
ehoat. 
Moreover, the bush will' be 
bettered by i educing the numer of 
even these shoota* , A good rule is to 
leave four or five such ahoots on tea 
roaea, five or six on hybrid ttaa and 
about six on hybrid perpetual* The. 


pruning of each shoot should be done 
just above an eye that points away 
from the center ot the bush and the 
interior should be further 
cleared 


away by the removal of Its wood 
where possible, thus permitting the 
bush when it makes Its growth still 
to be flooded within by sunshine and 
air. Climbing roses should have their 
long leading shoots reduced in num- 
ber to two or three at this time of 
year and all side shoots from these 
should be cut back very close to the 
leaders. In geneial, it is to be re- 
membered that much pruning makes 
for a reduced number of roses very 
much Improved In form and substance 
while little pruning produces a largo 
number of imperfect and, probably, 
insignificant blooms. 
• 


From established roses in the win- 


ter Boaso cuttings may also be mado 
for new bushes. Make these of wood of 
the preceding season's growth which 
la about U to 
Vi Inch in. diameter, 


cutting it off sharply so aa not to 
bruise the bark Into lengths of six to 
eight inches. Theso should be plunged 
about one-third of their length deep 
into moist sand, firming the Band hard 
about them. Keep them in a shady 
place. Some will brighten and make 
growth almost at once, but these, hav- 
ing been forced too hard, will quickly 
die. Others will keep their color but 
not show growth in the first month, 
theae will live. After about six weeks, 
having kept the sand moist but not 
wet, they will have made roots at the 
base and may be planted in a shel- 
tered but somewhat warmer place and 
later set out in the rose garden 
If 
set out before the end of March many 
of them will bloom before the year Is 
over, they will be mature roses the 
next year. 


This Is a good season for examining 
roses established for some time. 
If A 
they do not appear strong take them 
up, shake loose the dirt from the 
roota and cut away all Imperfect root 
growth 
Reduce the top growth cor- 


respondingly, invigorate the soli with 
manure and replant as directed, Do 
not give too much water at the first. 


SPRING.—This season with roses 


will take us through April, May and 
June. In April the roses will be rap- 
idly putting on their new growth and 
will need considerable attention 
Tho 
aphis, tiny 
green 
lice, clustering 


especially about the tips of the newly 
forming wood, may be early in evi- 
dence. 
Buy one of the numerous 
spray guns on the market and some 
tobacco preparation, of which a num- 
ber are offered but of which "Black 
Leaf 40" is among the handiest to 
use, and spray with a solution diluted 
as directed. Adding shavings of com- 
mon kitchen soap to the spray in- 
creases its effectiveness. 
Two spray- 


ings will almost always be necessary, 
and a strong stream from the hose 
two days after the second will wash 
% 


the bushes clean again. 
Mildew, 


which will appear later as a white 
powdery deposit wilting both leaves 
and buds, is best prevented by dust- 
ing the plante now with powdered sul- 
phur In the morning when they are 
wet with dew and the sulphur will 
stick to them or after a sprinkling. 
Various scale pests which will develop 
are best controlled through use of the 
spray gun and Bordeaux 
solution. 
This, if assiduously applied, will usu- 
ally take care of the rose rust which 
la often discouraging! y common here.

"The Party -and Other Stories" 


is the title of the book, which con- 
tains beside the title story ten others, 
all brief and each a gem. 


•The tales, as In the other volumes 


which we have had, cover a wide 
range of scene, subject matter and 
situation. They r,ro stamped with the 
realism which is 
characteristic 
of 
Russian writers, but they lack 
the 


pessimism which In so often synony- 
mous wtlh the- writngs of most other ' 
Russians. There is", a subtlety, a sen- 
sitiveness to beanty, which flash out 
at intervals, making the remainder of 
the story seem the more real, more 
faithful to the life portrays. 


As in his other tales, 
Chekhov 


shows here bits of humor, sometimes 
grim, .always kindly. He knows the

A 
wonderful ide.ilizcr, this big, warm- 
souled Kussia)i, although 
his bio- 


grapher docs not agree in the least 
with this statement, as you shall see. 


Perhaps he is right In saying that 
the prince states his subject as he 
sees It. 
But methlnks there must be 


some defect In the 
vision 
of 
the 


sculptor who models a woman weigh- 
ing a tenth of a ton, like unto—well, 
say chic 'Airs. Vernon Castle. How- 
ever, I appreciate how much 
more 


agreeable It must be for tho lady and 
tho sculptor. Surely It Is nicer to go 
down to posterity a spirltuelle crea- 
ture than a mortal weary of o'er much 
tissue and now that 
Maxim 
Gorky 


says fat is degenerate. 


But seriously, 
tho 
sculptor 
has 


many lovely bits of clay and bronze, 
expressing life, action, spirit, notably 
Pavlowa, and "The Tennis 
Player." 


And in Tolstoi, his countryman, he 
has gathered the soul of the man In 
his rugged body, and gives Its essence 
to the world. 
It Is Tolstoi aflame 


with love for his fellowmen—the sod- 
den scarfs whose souls ho discerned 
to be akin to his1 own. It is a rugged 
and rough setitng 
for 
the 
spirit 


ablaze. 
It Is the sculptor's master- 


piece, for the things it tells. 


The prince Is an interesting per- 


sonality. 


Meeting him during his last visit, 


I asked the bromldic 
question al- 


ways hurled at an artist when a hiatus 
occurs In a round-robin conversation, 
"Which of your works do you regard 
as your best?" His reply was charac- 
teristic—"My noxt." 


Christian Brlnlon Is biographer of 


the prince, and tho exponent of his 
work. 
He sees much that many ob- 


servers have failed to find. 
Perhaps 


the fault lies with the observer rather 
than with the sculptor. 
Let us see: 


"Superficially it rocjuircs no special 


effort on the part of the casual spec- 
tator to appreciate the art of Paul 
Troubetzkoy. Its appeal Is immediate, 
Instantaneous. In chose of theme and 
subject matter it is marked "by a re- 
freshing 
absence of pretence 
and 


scholasticism. 
It involves no feat of 


the imagination and exacts no knowl- 
edge of classic myth or 
of 
those 


traditions, academic or literary, that 
have so long obscured the true mean- 
Ing of plastic form. 
Devoid alike of 


symbol and allegory, its message 
is 


wholly specific and concicte. 


"There is nothing in 
the 
entire 


range of this art which is not familiar 
to anyone, no matter how prescribed 
his experience or outlook may be. It 
is, however, through the 
attainment 


of just this naturalness 
and 
spon- 


taneity that the work of Prince Trou- 
bctzkoy differentiates Itself so sharply 
fiom that of the majority of his con- 
tempoiaries. 
The position which he 


occupies is an individual one, yet It 
must not be assumed that It came to 
him •without the favoring touch of 
circumstance, as well as through his 
own inherent animation of vision and 
statement. 


"Almost alone among his colleagues 


he has been able to confront actuality 
with unprejudiced eye, to see in the 
world about his plastic 
possibilities 


which have escaped or have been 
ignored alike by his predecessors and 
liis contemporaries. 
The text of his 


art is life, and its gospel truth to life 
as he sees it. 'I merely copy what I 
find in nature,1 Is his candid reply to 
those who are moved to ask for some 
explanation of his 
alms. 
Yet 
that 


which Prince Troubetzkoy is pleased 
to call copying is in essence a recrea- 
tion of what ho sees. 
The 
objects 


which, under the 
impress 
of 
his 


nervous, expressive finger-tips, shape 
themselves so spontaneously out 
of 


wax or clay, are by no means what 
another would term a copy 
of 
the 


model before him. They are instinct 
with the very breath and movement 
of nature, and convey to us an infec- 
tious sense of vitality. 


"The aesthetic creed of Paul Trou- 


betzkoy consists of two brief, concise 
and inter-dependent statements: 'Pas 
do nu, pas do 
symbole,' 
and 
his 


achievement is remarkable alike for 
its avoidancq of the conventional nude 
and of that vacuous symbolism BO 
dear to those who are too cowardly or 
to6 Incompetent to face the facts of
